Shorter school hours for students of 


junior and senior high schools was 
voted Tuesday afterncon by. the Atlan- 
ta board of education. 

Principals of the schools, however, 
stil retain the authority to force 
teachers and students to remain 40 
minutes longer if, in the opinion of 
the principal, such extra work is 
necessary to keep students up with 
their classmates. 

The action was taken on recom- 
mendation of Willis A. Sutton, super- 
intendent of schools, and means that 
hundreds of junior and senior high 
«choo] students, who, before the board 
action Tuesday left their classrooms 
at 3:10 o’clack in the afternoon, may 
now leave at 2:30 o'clock. 

Board members also instructed the 
rules committee to make xu additional 
thorough ‘study ef the closing time for 
later action... Klementary schools will 
continue to dismiss at 2:10 o'clock in 
‘he afternoon, as. they were not af- 
fected in the previous longer school 
day action. 

Sutton also urged that the 1935 
budget carry some provision for re- 
liering the classroom Joad now carried 
by rarious schools, pointing out that 
teachers are suffering because of the 
large number of. students they are 
forced to teach. 

Relaxation Periods Urged. 

He also urged relaxation periods for 
teachers, contending it is unfair to 
force teachers fo handle seven periods 
a day without any rest ‘and asserting 
they conld not. give their best to 
classes. when overworked and tired. 

He praised..the federal government 
for its “fine. co-operation with the 
Atlanta school system." = ~~ 

in addition» he expressed hope that 
some of ‘the cits imposed on school 
employes during.the year may “be re- 
stored’ “as a Christmas present be- 
ore the end of the year.” 

Atlanta schools:are furnishing books 
to the city's school. population at a 
cost of about $1 a year for each child, 
Sutton told the board, while other 
school systems, which are renting 
books to students are charging many 
times more than that. The board an- 
thorized the purchase of $9,000 in 
new books, pushing the total purchases 
for the rear to $60,000. Last year 
only $30,000 was expended for books.

row, the withdrawal of support from 
Bessie Tift College. Forsyth, from 
Norman: Park Institute. and from 
Shorter College, Rome, each with ex- 
ceptions. :

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Less 
than six hours after taking off from 
Miami late today Captain Eddie V. 
Rickenbacker landed his Douglas air- 
liner at the Washington airport to- 
night at 9:55 to break another rec- 
ord in a .“dawn-to-dusk” flight from 
New York to Miami and return. 
Rickenbacker took off from the 
Newark airport at 8:08 Tuesday 
morning, eastern time, and landed at 
the field on his return at 11:27 p. m. 
Roaring up and down the Atlantic 
seaboard at a speed which at times 
approached four miles per minute, the 
famous war pilot, making a trial run 
of new equipment being placed in its 
southern service by. Eastern Aijir 
Lines. gave a practical demonstration 
of the announced purpose of air com- 
pany officials to reduce present 
schedules between New York, Atlan- 
ta and Miami by upwards of three 
and eight hours, respectively. Actual 
flving time back to Washington was 
three hours and 20 minutes. allow- 
ing for a 25-minute stop in Jackson- 


ville.

The new Douglas ship is the same 
one used by Captain Rickenbacker 
last week in establishing a transcon- 
tinental transport record of 12 hours 
and three minutes between Los Ange- 
les and New York.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 13.—(P)— 
A new Bolivian offensive in the Chaco 
Boreal today had recaptured approxi- 
mately 1,600 square tiles of territory 
in the northwest portion of the dis- 
puted area, reports reaching Buenos 
Aires said. 

The Bolivian drive, leunched despite 
the onset of ihe rainy season, virtual- 
ly wiped out Paraguay’s conquests 
hard won in the course of General 
Estizarribia’s daring advance toward 
the Parapiti river and Bolivian oil 
tields in August. 

New developments in the fighting, 
in which dispatches indicated. 20,000 
men on each side were engaged, will 
depend on whether heavy rains now 
due to come soon and whether the 
Bolivians, satisfied with having avert- 
ed Paraguay'’s threat against towns 
along the Parapiti, abandon opera- 
tions until] after the rainy season.

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COBB SEES RUINATION 
WITHOUT CROP CURB 


SHELBY, N. C., Nov. 13: 
Without control of the cotton crop, 
the south is headed for inevitable ruin, 
C. A. Cobb, chief of the cotton sec- 
tion of the AAA, told a crowd of 
more than 1,000 farmers in the court- 
house here today, making his first 
speech in a tour of southern cotton 
centers in connection with plans for 
future control proposals. 

“We are faced with the gravest 
crisis in the south since the Civil 
War,” he declared, expressing alarm 
at the possibility of no control in 
1935 and no legislation to enforce 
it. A pool will be taken on the Bank- 
head act early in December. 

“This has been a farmers’ program 
from the beginning,” he said, “design- 
ed for the man between the plow 
handles. Do you believe that volun- 
tary control will work for 1935? We 
trusted to that for three-quarters of 
a century. The southern farmer has 
had everything in his favor—he has 
had everything but control. 

“Last year we plowed under 10,- 
000,000 acres of cotton, an unprece- 
dented thing in agricultural history. 
This I think literally did save the 
south. We were. saved from a com- 
ing harvest of 17,500,000 bales and 
came to the harvest with only 13,- 


“It was by no accident but by defi- 
nite design that the price of cotton 
has gone from five cents to nearly 13. 
It was by no accident that some $45,- 
000,000 was spent to help finance the 
1934 crop. It is by no accident that 
cotton now brings $80 a bale includ- 
ing the seed,”

The governor previously announced 


lamation of last week upon receiving of- 
ficial notification of the work stop- 
page. Soon thereafter he got a tele- 
gram from Secretary of the Interior 
Harold Ickes saying orders had been 
issued against any “invasion of Ari+ 
zona’s rights” until questions in ‘the 
matter had been ° ‘determined in an or- 
derly manner.’ 

Indications pointed to a legal set- 
rg of the battle over benefits of 
the ,000,000 project instead of 
one ne military persuasion, 

Four upper basin states in the Colo- 
rado river compact filed formal pro- 
tests with Interior Secretary Ickes 
against Arizona’s demands for power 
and water from the project and from 
Boulder dam, now under construction. 

The work stoppage consisted of the 
withdrawal of a pile driver crew of 
six men from the Arizona end of a 
temporary bridge being erected across 
the Colorado river here, Construction 
officials announced work on the Cali- 
fornia side would continue. 

“IT don’t want to spend any money 
unnecessarily,” said Governor Moeur 
in Phoenix when the work ceased.

- Turkeys for Thanksgiving will cost 
Atlantans probably 20 to 25 per cent 
more this year than in 1933, but 
the quality of the birds will be. bet- 
ter than it was a year ago, according 
to statements by the largest whole- 
sale dealers in the birds Tuesday. 

Reports from Dallas. Texas, where 
the wholesale turkey market opened 
Tuesday, said prices were up from 
three to five cents a pound and, on 
account of the drouth, the quality 
was slightly inférior. 

Atlanta deaiers said, however, that 
Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee, 
from where the bulk of Atlanta’s tur- 
keys are derived, reported larger and 
better birds, on the average, this year 
than for several years past. The sup- 
ply is somewhat reduced, chiefly ow- 
ing to a much smaller turkey crop 
in Georgia. Alabama also reports a 
decrease in the number of birds this 
year while the number from Tennes- 
see will be about the same. 

This time last year good turkeys 
wholesaled for 18 to 20 cents a 
pound, The same quality this year 
is bringing 24 or 25 cents a pound. 
This means that the householder who 
last year paid about 24 cents a pound 


for his turkey, will have to pay about 
or cents this year. 

There were, of course, cheaper 
quality birds put on the market just 
before Thanksgiving, but all prices 
quoted here are on first quality. 


TURKEY PRICES BOOSTED 
IN SOUTHWEST SECTION 

DALLAS, Texas, Nov. 13.—()— 
Turkeys will cost more this Thanks- 
giving and probably won’t be quite 
so hefty as usual. 

Opening of the wholesale turkey 
market in the southwest today show- 
ed that prices generally had been 
boosted around 25 per cent, due to 
a short crop, and that the quality 
is somewhat inferior to that of last 
year because of the drouth. 

Wholesale price advances over last 
year ranged from three to as much 
as five cents a pound. 

In the Cuero region of south Texas, 
where about 165.000 turkeys will be 
sold, the market started at 12 cents 
a pound, four cents up from. the 
opening wholesale quotations of 1933 
for first-grade birds. 

On the Ft. Worth market first 


grade turkeys were quoted at 12 1-2 
cents per pound. 


Rising Mercury Forecast Today 
With Weather Due To Remain Fair 


A rising mercury is on Atlanta’s 


weather menu for today, said Fore- 
caster George W. Mindling Tuesday, 
'as he reported that he can find no 
cause for an immediate break-up of 
' the prevailing fair weather. 

A forecast of 58 degrees high, the 
‘high temperature of Tuesday, was 


‘given out for today by the weather- 


man. The low temperature Tuesday 
read 28 degrees at the Candler field 
station and 32 degrees at the down- 
town weather bureau office. A low 
of 38 degrees is forecast for today. 

The northern portion of the country 
seems to be the wet area with light 
ruins reported in the lake region and 
the northeast Canadian border. A 
slight precipitation was noted in the 
upper reaches of the Blue Ridge and 
Appalachian mountains. 

The Atlantic seaboard and parts of 
the midwest Tuesday turned up over- 
coat collars and headed into winter 
weather. 

Snows, chilling drizzles and freez- 
ing temperatures spotted the territory 
and lashing winds whipped up waves 
on the Great Lakes. 

A freighter, Poplarbay, unreported 
on the Great Lakes since November 
10, when it left Port Huron for Chi- 


cago and at first believed lost, was 
reported safe at anchorage off Mack- 
inac Island. 

Mercury readings of 20 degrees or 
lower spotted the Atlantic seaboard 
and south. Snow fell in New York 
throughout the day; there was an inch 
of snow in western Pennsylvania, 
another snowfall at Buffalo, and flur- 
ries fell in Chicago and its suburbs, 
Milwaukee and South Bend, Ind. 
Eastern Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
say had snow flurries and sleet. 

A 30-degree surprise Tuesday was 
handed Thomasville, Ga., only 10 
miles from the Florida border. Light 
frost was reported in Florida as far 
south as Pensacola.

Upon his return to the capital in 


CONGRESS POLL SHOWS 
STRONG BONUS TIDE 


Nearly Two-Thirds of Early 
Replies Favor Immediate 
Payment. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—(NANA) 
Nearly two-thirds of the first re- 
plies ta a telegraphic poll of the new 
congress favor immediate cash pay- 
ment of the soldiers’ bonus and a few 
more than two-thirds fay cancella- 
tion of interest on veterans’ loans. 

Telegrams sént to all of the 532 
members and members-elect of the 
senate (96) and house of representa- 
tives (435) asked for a reply stating: 

“‘Whether you favor cash payment 
of the bonus or cancelling of interest 
of veterans’ loans and if so whether 
you favor raising the necessary money 
by direct currency expansion or how.” 

Of the first 78 replies received, rep- 
resenting about one-seventh of the to- 
tal membership, 51 declared unreserv- 
edly for immediate cash payment of 
the adjysted service certificates, 
which, as originally: issued, were to be 
paid in full in 1945. Six are definite- 
ly opposed to payment at this time, 
15 are noncommittal, undecided or 
ambiguous, 
plans. 

Fifty-four of the replies favor can- 
cellation of interest charges on loans 
made to veterans on their certificates.

Dr. Swanton and Dr. Setzler spent 
last night at the home of Mr. Du- 
Bose, and will leave this morning for 
Macon, where they will establish 
headquarters prior to making survey 
trips to a number of Georgia mounds. 

“The big mound at Etowah is one 
of the largest in the country and al- 
most a classic in American archaeolo- 
gy, said Dr. Swanton. “The work so 
far has been carried on very success- 
fully in Georgia, largely ufder the 
auspices of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. Good work now is being done 


by CWA and FERA funds. The most 
important thing is that the explora- 
tions be made with scientific accu- 
racy, as it is almost as important to 
determine the exact position in which 
the objects are. placed as it is to un- 
earth them. 

“There is a wonderful opportunity 
for some university with sufficient 
funds to sponsor an intelligent explo- 
ration. It is possible, with scientific 
care, to remove the objects without 
defacing the mounds too badly for 
accurate reconstruction.” 

Dr. Swanton, who is specializing in 
an archeology of the southeastern In- 
dians, declared that the mounds at 
Etowah should be made into a reser- 
vation as those in Macon have been. 

Dr. Setzler and Dr. Swanton will 
speak before the Society for Georgia 
Archaeology at Macon, after which 
they will begin a survey of mounds 
at Macon, Lamar. Augusta, Albany 
and those along the banks of the 
(Chattahoochee.

CONFERENCE TONIGHT 


More Than 500 Delegates 
Expected at 68th Ses- 


sion at Macon.

MACON, Ga., Nov. 13.—()— 
More than 500 ministers and laymen 


comprising the entire membership of 
the South Georgia Methodist Epis- 
copal conference are expected to be 
present tomorrow night when Bishop 
W. N. Ainsworth calls to order the 
68th annual convention in the Vine- 
ville Methodist church. 

All day today delegates were arriv- 
ing and tomorrow will be engaged in 
preparing reports for submission dur- 
ing the session, which will end Sun- 
day. 

Advance meetings of important 

boards tomorrow will be those of the 
board of missions, headed by Rev. J 
M. Outler, of Waycross: board of 
education, headed b¥ Dr. Ed F. Cook, 
of Macon, and joint boards of finance, 
headed by W. T. Knight, of Savan- 
nah. 
R. F. Burden, chairman of the 
board of stewards of Vineville Meth- 
odist church, will make the address 
of welcome tomorrow night. Bishop 
Ainsworth will give the response. 

Dr. Frank 8S. Hickman, of Duke 
University, will make the first of 
four addresses scheduled for him dur- 
ing the night sessions. This will follow 
organization of the conference and 
completion of a few items of busi- 
ness. 

The Vineville Methodist church 
choir will sing special music for the 
opening program. The election of a 
secretary, selection of meeting hours 
and the roll call then will be held. 

One of the most important matters 
of widespread interest to be considered 
by the convention will be the proposed 
constitutional amendment to change 
the rules for transfer of presiding 
elders from one district to another. 

Under the proposed ruling, which 
has been voted on by about half the 
conferences of the church, four years’ 
service as a pastor would be required 
of a minister after each four-year term 
he serves as a presiding elder. 

While fewer transfers are expected 
this year among the ministers of the 
conference, three changes of presiding 
elders are regarded as definite. Rev. 
Leland Moore, of the Macon district ; 
Rev. C. M. Meeks, of the Savannah 
district. and Rev. L. A. Harrell, of 
the Colunibus district, having served 
out their four-year terms, are slated 
for transfers. 

Bishop Ainsworth today held the 
second meeting of his cabinet, con- 
tinuing work on the list of appoint- 
ments.

DOWLING GIVEN LIFE _

with murder in connection with the 
killing in February, 1933, of B. H.

A Real Freak. 


My correspondence includes at least 
a dezen letters each day asking the 
correst bidding on a freak hand. My 
answers to these letters almost in- 
variably run in the same vein. I am 
forced to tell those who submit these 
hands that definitely correct bidding 
cannot be given on freaks. I know 
that when a freak hand is dealt out 
in a duplicate game it is usually bid 
differently at the different tables— 
even when all the players are far 
above average ind use the same sys- 
tem. Freaks offer players a chance 
to show individual initiative and bril- 
liance, and to bid their unusual hold- 
ings in such a way that an abnormal 
result is obtained. 

Frankly 1 must admit that 1 do 
get a little bit tired of seeing seven- 
six and similar freak distributions in 
my mail each morning. However, I 
do not remember having printed one 
of these in a long time and on the 
theory that a little of everything is 
needed, I am showing one of them 
below which was submitted to me by 
Mis; Gladys Canada, of Lynchburg,

3— West is forced to bid seven clubs 
a little soone: than he expected 
to as the opponents got to their 
small slam without wasting much 
time about it. West bids seven 
now, feeling almost certain that 
North will get the impression that 
he is making this bid as a sarri- 
fice and not with any hove of ful- 
filling the contract.

Increase in Naval Aircraft 


Urged by Rear Admiral King 


“Separate or Unified Air 
Service” Opposed by Of- 
ficial Appearing Before 
Howell Board. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Recom- 
mendations for an immediate increase 
in the number of naval aircraft and 
in appointments to the naval academy 
to augment the navy’s flying person- 
nel were outlined today by Rear Ad- 
miral KE. J. King, chief of ‘the bureau 
of aeronautics, navy department, at 
an executive session of the federal 
aviation commission. 

Naval aviation, Admiral King de- 
clared, has become an integral part 
of the navy, having developed since 
1921, when he took charge of the bu- 
reau of aeronautics, from a_ small 
auxiliary force to a powerful arm of 
sea defense. 

“The results obtained thus far.” 
the admiral said, “have been markedly 
successful in effecting the purposes 
and administration of naval aviation 
as an efficient and indispensable part 
of the fleet.” 

Admiral King opposed “a separate 
or unified air force, declaring that 
costs would not be reduced thereby 
and that naval aviation “must be mgn- 
ned by naval personnel.” The admiral 
told the commission he had submitted 
to the navy department a five-to-sev- 
en-year program calling for an in- 
crease to 1,910 airplanes as commen- 
surate with our present navy treaty. 

Bureau’s Recommendations.

“C. Continue the training of en- 
listed pilots for the duties they are 
required to fill.” 

Admiral King declared that our 
aircraft, plane for plane and type 
for type, is “equal or superior to 
any in the. world.” 

“It is pertinent at this point to 
mention also commercial aviation,” he 
asserted, “the development of this ac- 
tivity has been steady and progres- 
sive. Government aid to civil airlines 
either through mail contracts or by 
other means at least until they can 
be self-supporting, is a good invest- 
ment, as it assists indirectly the 
maintenance of satisfactory condi- 
tions for national defense in the air- 
craft and engine manufacturing in- 
dustries, the importance of which 
have outlined above. In addition to 
this, the necessity for air transport 
service will be greatly increased in 
war. I wish also to mention the ad- 
vantages of the export of permitted 
airplanes and engines. Such export 
strengthens the aircraft industry and 
has the effect of reducing unit costs 
to the government. 

Pledges Co-operation. 

“In conclusion, I wish to assure 
the commission of our desire to co- 
operate to the fullest extent and to 
this end am prepared to elaborate 
my views or furnish further informa- 
tion and comment on any or all of 
the subjects touched upon in the fore- 
going statement. I recognize that the 
findings of the commission will have 
a profound effect upon the develop- 
ment of military, naval and. civil 
aeronautics and desire to contribute 
in full measure the knowledge and ex- 
perience of the activity under my 
charge.” 

Admiral King occupied the witness 
stand during both the morning and 
afternoon sessions and was assisted 
in giving his testimony by aviations 
experts of the navy department.

VIII—The Pied Piper of Hamelin. 

Hamelin (also spelled “Hameln’’) is 
a city in west-central Germany, 100 
miles from the border of Holland. It 
is not a large city, the population be- 
ing about 28,000, but it is very old, 
having a history which goes back close 
to a thousand years. 


The Pied Piper of Hamelin. 


The fame of Hamelin rests on a leg- 
end about an event which is suppos- 
ed to have taken place 650 years ago. 
The town, we are told, was infested 
with rats, and the people were wor- 
ried. It seemed that they might-have 
to move away, and give their homes 
over to the rats. Ye 

Then a piper arrived and said, I 
can rid your town of rats! The sweet 
music which I play will charm them 
and I can lead them into the river 
where they will be drowned. I will 
do this if you will pay me what I 
‘ask.” 


The man named the reward he 
desired, and the mayot and _ other 
officers of the town were quick to 
agree to his terms. 

With his charmed music, the strang- 
er freed the place of rats; but when 
it came time to “pay the piper, the 


’ 


mayor broke his promise. He would 


not give the reward which had been 
agreed upon! 

Feeling that he had not been treat- 
éd fairly, the piper played such music 
that it drew all the children of the 
village around him; and they follow- 
ed as he marched out of the town 
until he reached a hill. Through an 
opening in the hill, ’tis said, the piper 
and the children passed m sight 
and were never seen again. 

The English poet, Robert Browning, 
has made this legend even more fa- 
mous through his poem, “The Pied 
Piper of Hamelin.” The story is told 
in verses, and is just about the same 


as the old tale. When the word “pied” * 


is applied to the piper, it means that 

his clothing was “mottled,” of differ- 

ent shades or colors. 

The tale of the Pied Piper ee 
ably grew out of a memory of the 
children’s crusade, which took place in 
the year 1212. This crusade is one 
of the saddest events in history. Thou- 
sands of boys and girls were told that 
if they set forth for Palestine, a 
miracle would happen and they would 
be able to win back the Holy Land 
for the Christians, A youth named 
Nicolas led away about 20,000 Ger- 
man children who joined the crusade. 
The adventure ended in failure. Many 
were sold into slavery. Others died of 
exposure, or were adopted into fam- 
ilies living far from the homes of the 
children. ; 

It may be that the Pied Piper of 
the legend stands for Nicolas. If so, 
the 130 children who are supposed 
to hare led away from Hamelin form- 
ed only a small part of his “army.

Bed Spreads Feminine and Dainty or Masculine, Serviceable

Alabama Officer Charged

Sheriff 8. W. Pope, of DeKalb coun- 
‘ty, was sentenced to jail for an in- 
definite time and fined $50 by Judge 
A. E. Hawkins here this afternoon 
for contempt of court on a charge 
that he ignored a court order against 
interfering with ballots cast in the 
November 6. election. 

Judge Hawkins ordered Pope to be 
kept in jai) “until he has complied 
with the court order.” which instruct- 
‘ed him to count absentee ballots. 

The sentence came at the end of a 
day's hearing. in which it was brought 
out by witnesses that 241 absentee 
ballots cast in the election had not 
been counted, election officials con- 
tending that they were not cast in 
conformity with election laws.

T. N. Tanner, 91, one of the three 
surviving veterans of the Battle of 
Atlanta nearly 70 years ago. died

A hint that his team may not en- 
ter future tournaments as a unit was 
given hy Jacoby .fter the match. The 
team has had outstanding success 
since it was formed in the summer 
of 1933. 

“Tt’s probable,” said Jacoby, “that 
we won't enter the American Bridge 
League tournament in December as a 
unit. 

“The bridge brain trust is break- 
ing up. It’s time to give the others 
a chance.” 

All members of the championship 
team are young men, in contrast to 
the elderly men who were considered 
experts a few years ago. Jacoby is 
32; Schenken. 32: Gottlieb, 34; Burn- 
stine, 34. and Frey, 29. 

In the 31 matches the Four 
Aces have played in tournaments 
since 1933 they have amassed a 100.-
